sp ringing from tho third, is so distinct 
from it th at it deserves to be classed by 
Im It 
\V hero a wife is no longer con­ 
tent with taking her share in the battle 
el life, no longer content to recognize 
the inct th at there are things which it 
Pet ter becomes tho w om an to do than 
th*3 man, and vice versa; w hen she insists 
on ap ing and sharing the follies and 
vices o f tho man, on casting from her 
that modesty and reserv e which are 
woman s greatest charm s; when

trivial or monotonous, then indeed tho 
m arriage state m ust fall into disrep ute;
